THE NAN BEHIND 
THE MONSTERS: 



The Story of Jock Pierce 


H obsoe fans throughout the world have ac- 
corded much homage and respectful awe 
to Universal Pictures’ “family tree of monsters,” 
which includes Frankenstein's Monster and the 
M umm y However, very little has been recorded 
about the man who was chiefly responsible for 
the physical creation of these monsters as they 


appeared before the movie cameras, Jack Pierce, 
who was Hollywood’s ace make-up man during 
the heyday of the now classic horror films. 

■DORN APPROXIMATELY 80 years ago, this small, 
^ gnome-like fellow was one of Chicago’s best 
semi-pro shortstops. (His fingers are still badly 







D espite his usual reluctance to divuJ)^ the 
secret of his black arts. Pierce frankly ad- 
mitted that Frankenstein's Monster was one of 
his most difficult but most satisfying creations. 
When ho was informed of his assignment back In 
1931, he was instructed by James Whale (the 
director of "Pranhenstein") to originate a differ- 
ent and unusual t^'pe of make-up. Pierce imme- 
diately acquired the book, and looked for a de- 
scription of tile Monster by Mary Shelley. But 
unfortunately, the authoress’ description was 
very limited. 

“. . . He was created by a young doctor out of 
parts of dead bodies, was of enormous size and 
was very horrible to look at." Pierce continued: 
"So if the Monster looks like something I dreamt 
after something I ate, don't blame me; blame 
science! I made him the way textbooks said he 
should look. I didn't depend on imagination. In 
1931, before I did any designing, I spent three 
months doing research in anatomy, surgery, 
medicine, criminology, ancient and modem bur- 
ial customs, and electrodynamics. 

“My anatomical studies taught me that there 
are six ways a surgeon may cut the skull in order 
to take out or put in a brain. I decided that 
Frankenstein, who was a scientist but not a 
practicing surgeon, would choose the simplest 
surgical method. I thought he'd most likely be 
len Chaaey. Jr. at the Weltmaa is Uaivertal's 
tereamer, FRANKENSTEIN MEHS THE WOLF- 
MAN. (The rctulls of Fieree'i make-up look geed 
eneugh le frighten even a used car talesman!) 


apt to cut the top of the skull straight across 
like a potUd, hinge it, pop the brain in, and 
then clamp it tight. 'ITiat’s the reason I made 
the Monster’s head square and flat like a shoe 
box, and added that big scar across the forehead 
with the metal clamps to hold it together.” 

P IERCE WENT ON TO EXPLAIN that Boris Kar- 
loff's headpiece as the Monster consisted of 
padding which tapered off to a very thin edge 
at the temples, giving the illusion of blending in 
with the rest of his facial anatomy. Pierce also 
revealed that wax was used to weigh down Kar- 
loff’s eyelids so as to give the character that 
half-dead, insane look. In addition to the two 
metal "exterior electrodes” which Karloff wore 
on the sides of his neck (which in reality are 
two hollow metal caps). Pierce also had him 
wear — unbeknownst to many fans — a five-pound 
steel spine underneath his costume, to imper- 
sonate the rod which sends current up to the 
Monster's brain. 

Pierce continued to elaborate: "I read that 
the Egyptians used to bind the hands and feet 
of criminals before burying them alive. The re- 
sult was that when their blood became water 
after death, it flowed into the extremities, 
stretching their arms to gorilla length, and swell- 
ing their hands, feet and faces to abnormal pro-

portions. I thought this might make a nice touch 
for the Monster, inasmuch as he was supposed 
to have been made from the corpses of executed 
felons. I made his arms look longer by shortening 
the sleeves of his coat and by blackening his 
fingernails with shoe .polish.” To achieve a skin 
color which would photograph dead white.

Pierce ran many tests until he discovered that a 
greenish-grey greasepaint would produce the ef- 
fect he desired. The proof of the popularity of 
Pierce’s Monster was that the studio produced 

^Though '‘Frankenstein” has been remade in 



diflerent adaptions by other studios, Pierce and 
other horror historians agree that these later 
cinematic interpretations fall short of Univers- 
al's original production. Acknowledging that the 
Monster was portrayed by four different actors 
(Boris Karloff, Lon Chaney Jr., Bela Lugosi and 
(jlenn Strange) , Pierce commented: “It took me 
four hours to build them up every morning, and 


two hours to tear them down every night I fig- 
ure that I’ve heaped some 5,400 pounds of make- 
up on them in the past 14 years.” (Pierce did 
not create the make-up for the Monster in Uni- 
versal’s last sequel. “Abbott & Costello Meet 
Frankenstein,” in 1948.) 

P ierce's next impoetant make-up assignment 
was to create Boris Karloff’s make-up for

“The Mummy” in 1932. He was determined to 
re-create, as much as possible, the appearance 
of an actual mummy. After obtaining photo- 
graphs of the mummified Prince Set! I of Egypt 
from the Cairo Museum, Pierce finally executed 
one of the most fascinating, though tedious, 
make-up jobs of his career. 

Following a period of experimentation. Pierce 
devised this method; Alter an actor's akin was 
stretched, a strip of cotton was applied to that 
portion the actor’s anatcany. When the skin 
relaxed, the strips automatically wrinkled up 
quite realistically, and were even mobile when 
the actor moved his own features. Cnds same 
method was used to create the make-up for Lon 
Chaney Jr. in “Man-Made Monster" (1941), 


and for David Bruce in “Tlie Mad Ghoul” 
(1943).) As the finishing touch, Fuller's earth 
was then brushed over the strips, both for color 
and for a dry-looking effect. (It's interesting to 
note that it required approximately eijdtt hours 
to get Boris Karloff made-up and clothed in his 
mummy wrappings.) 

For the next sequel, “TTie Mummy's Hand" 
(1940) , which shov^ more of the Mummy than 
the original film, Pierce arranged to film all the 
close-up shots on the same day in order to save 
time. For the long shots, he created a rubber 
mask which eliminated the time-consuming and 
tedious job of applying die make-up. For the 
next three sequels (in which Lon Chaney Jr.

inherited the role of Kharis) . Pierce created an- 
other speeiaBy-made horrific Mummy mask, ob- 
viously for economy reasons. This mask was 
worn in “The Mummy’s Tomb" (1942), “The 
Mummy’s Ghost" (1944) and “The Mummy's 
Curse" (1946). 

P ierce’s next gruesome make-up assignment 
was to design the most popular of all Uni- 
versal’s creations, the Wolfman. Pierce met the 
challenge with his usual, unflagging energy. Af- 
ter selecting a desirable sketch from descriptions 
of werewolves in old, European folklore. Pierce 
reworked a miniature clay model face before 


arriving at the finished design which was later 
applied to the actor. 

To achieve the werewolf features, Pierce cre- 
ated a rubber, T-shaped nosepiece which was 
anchored in a strip directly over the actor’s eyes, 
and which ended in a short upper-lip beneath 
the long, wolfish nose. Additonal hair was added 
to the face after a large, shaggy wig was fitted 
on the head. Artificial fangs covered the actor’s 
own teeth. Wolfish hand and feet coverings were 
added to complete the illusion. Yale hair was 
used exclusively for the character throughout 
the entire series. 

This make-up was originally created for 



"Werewolf Of London” (1936), but was shelved 
unta Lon Chaney Jr. donned it six years later 
for what was probably the best cinematic study 
of lycanthropy, “The Wolfman.” (It was as a 
result of this movie that Chaney became the big- 


gest horror star of them all) The hairy lycan- 
Uirope was used in the next three sequels, en- 
abling Pierce to subtly refine the hairy make-up 
until the last sequel, “The House Of Dracula” 
(1945). Pierce grinned: ‘The Wolfman make-up 



gave me more lateral room to experiment than 
the Frankenstein Monster.” 

P IERCE HAS EXPLAINED THAT make-up problems 
are not all that complicatei He remarked 
Uiat a handsome man can be transformed into 
a cruel bully or hangman by shaving the head 
and gluing the ears tightly to the skull. (Boris 
Karloff's make-up as the evil executioner in 
Universal’s “Tower Of London” (1939) was cre- 
ated this way.) “To make up a face so that it is 
beautiful and attractive is comparatively easy; 
not as easy is to create furrows and lines so that 
they seem to belong on a face that is completely 
devoid of lines or aging expressions,” Pierce con- 


Despite his dispirited admission, Pierce has 
performed miracles with his work on Franken- 
stein’s Monster, the Mummy and the Wolfman. 
Unfortunately, that the era of the serious, liter- 
ate horror fihn has long been absent from the 
scene, both Pierce and supernatural film purists 
sadly agree. Occasionally, an interesting example 
of an imaginative horror production appears, but 
these are like flowers blooming on a desert floor. 
Despite the death of the “Golden Period of the 
Horror Film,” Jack Pierce’s remarkable efforts 
in making the supernatural film an art form wifl 
not be forgotten by film historians as long as 
these expert chillers continue to be shown in 
movie theatres throughout the world.

A s KB SURVEYED MIS UNHAPPY (ate as a 
Straight man in a Jerry Lewis epic, Peter 
Lorre, one o( the most individualistic talents in 
screen villainy, moaned: "I feel like the last of 
the actors of my era." And upon his death three 
years ago, the European colony (which consist- 
ed of Lugosi and Vadt), indeed, thinned out 
considerably. Cinematic historians agree that 
the place vacated hy the loss of Peter Lorre in 
the cinema will be hard to filL 


B orn Lazlo Lowenstetn in 1904 in the Car- 
pathian Mountains to Himgarian parents, 
Lorre ran away from home at the age of fifteen 
to become an actor. After playing the lead in 
several Bertoldt Brecht theatrical productions, 
he achieved a world-wide reputation as the 
physiological-tom murderer in the film, “M.” 
Becwning disturbed over the dangerously-grow- 
ing political climate in Europe, Lorre decided to 
accept a film offer from Hollywood. He arrived 


here in 193S. 

Lorre's first American film was “Mad Love,” 
m which he was well-cast as the crazed doctor 
who grafts the hands of a murderer onto those of 
• popular pianist whose hands were dismem- 
bered in a train wreck, His next assignment was 
the portrayal of Raskolnikov in Sternberg’s in- 
teresting adaptation of “Crime And Punish- 


O RniNAEY VILLAIN ROLES followed Until the 
early forties, when Lorre’s screen image was 
more sharply edged in macabre strokes in such 
horror vehicles as “Face Behind The Mask” and 
“Stranger On The Third Floor.” It was about 
the latter film that a critic remarked how rare 
it was to see a film that really got into the mind 
of a murderer. 

During the first half of the forties, he worked 





under contract to Warner Brothers, which con- 
sisted of sharing routine villainy with Sydney 
Greenstreet. Occasionally, Lorre was loaned out 
to other studios. In 1943, he appeared in an 
anti-Nazi film for MGM, "Cross Of Lorfaine," 
in which he portrayed a sadistic prison camp 
commandant who tortured a proud Frenchman 
(played by Gene Kelly). 

But it was not until “Beast With Five Fing- 
ers” in 1946, which was probably one of the most 
bizarre films Lorre ever made, that his unique, 
personal projection of intriguing insanity was 
ever so evident. In this grim, little tale of mur- 
ders by a dismembered hand in a lonely villa in 


northern Italy, fantasy and hallucination ran 
rampant. Unfortunately, this was Lorre’s last, 
really worthwhile horror film. 

T TPON HIS RETURN FROM EUROPE in 1951, where 
LJ he directed a violently anti-Nazi filrn, “Det 
Verlorene,” Lorre’s sinister talents remained 
latent until American-International starred him 
with Vincent Price in "Tales Of Terror” (1962). 
“The Raven” and "Comedy Of Terrors” soon 
followed. Lorre’s last film appearance was in a 
Jerry Lewis film, “The Patsy.” He died on 
March 24, 1964, a sad day for fans of the super- 
natural film. THE END
